Yesterday was the hottest July 
aay ever recorded in the National 
Capital. Two men were killed by 
the heat, and many persons were 
| prostrated. Thousands of govern- 
ment employes were dismissed from 
work early. 

Lewis Rollins, colored, a convict 
of the Occuquan workhouse, was 
prostrated while he was _ work- 
ing with other prisoners at the 
Seventh street wharves. He died 
later in Emergency hospital. 
Concil Scott, colored, 55 years 
old, was prostrated near his home 
at 600 U street northwest, and 
died three hours later at Freed- 
man’s hospital. 

The thermometer at the weather 
bureau, which is shaded from the 
sun and protected against heat rays 
from the street, registered 104 de- 
grees at 3:45 o’clock. This was the 
official temperature. 

But the temperature experienced 
by persons on the street was nearer 
to that registered at the kiosk at 
Pennsylvania avenue and E street. 
The peak temperature there was 
107.5. 

Showers Probable Tonight. 

Thunder showers are probable 
tonight or tomorrow, Forecaster 
Mitchell said last night. These 
will be followed by a break in the 
heat wave. Today will not be much 
cooler than yesterday, he said, and 
predicted that unless the sky be- 
came cloudy the temperature again 
will reach 100 degrees. 

Forecaster Mitchell said that 
Washington was the hottest place 
in the United States outside of the 
desert region in the Southwest. 
And even there it was no hotter. 
Yuma, Ariz., in the heart of the 
desert, had the same temperature 
as prevailed here; but it was just 
a normal day there. That torrid 
town had a temperature of 118 
on May 30. 

Only once has it been hotter in 
the National Capital than it was 
yesterday. That was August 6, 
1918, when the city sweltered in a 
temperature of 106. The city was 
crowded with war workers then, 
and there was much suffering. 

The temperature yesterday has 
been equaled twice before—Septem- 
ber 7, 1881, and August 7, 1918.

Shouts to Help Save Walter F. 
Hamburg Bring Aid 
Too Late.

Bathing several yards from a 
road crowded with automobile traf- 
fic, Walter F. Hamburg, 15 years 
old, 1354 Four and One-half street 
southwest, was drowned in the 
Chesapeake & Ohio canal east of 
Chain bridge yesterday afternoon. 

One man stopped his automobile 
and dived into the canal to rescue 
the boy, but failed. He then en- 
deavored to obtain help by shout- 
ing to other automobilists, but 
these paid no attention. Boys and 
girls who had been bathing when 
the tragedy occurred were unable 
to swim sufficiently to give any as- 
sistance. The body was recovered 
with the cooperation of harbor po- 
lice.

It was then 
that the unidentified man halted 
his automobile and went to the 
boy’s assistance. He arrived too 
late. Hamburg had _ disappeared 
for the third time. 

he lad’s companions were com- 
pletely unnerved by the tragedy, 
and several of them wept in telling 
police of the occurrence. They 
gave their names as Gwynn Hellon, 
1800 Twentieth street northwest; 
Marie Collins, 457 I street south- 
west; Anna Callahan, 319 McLean 
avenue southwest; Jack Riley, 306 
McLean avenue southwest; Herbert 
Taylor, 1117 Four-and-a-half street 
southwest, and Frank Cowens, 
1523 Four-and-a-half street south- 
west. 

Hamburg was apparently popular

DOESN'T FEAR REVOLT 
ON TARIFF IN WEST 


President Declared as Popular 
as Ever Threughout the 
Country by Ohioan. 


Paul Smiths, N. Y., July 21 (By 
A. P.).—Leaving the summer White 
House, where he had been a guest 
for 24 hours, Senator Fess (Repub- 
lican), Ohio, indicated today that 
the administration in the next ses- 
sion of Congress would seek to im- 
by 
legislation along sound economic 
lines, but would not favor price 
fixing of crops as advocated by 
farmers’ organizations in the West. 

Undoubtedly there will be a move 
at the next session, Mr. Fess said, 
to strengthen measures already 
taken in behalf of the farmers and 
it will be along ‘‘sound lines’’ de- 
signed to facilitate the marketing 
problem. 

The views of the Ohio senator 
were given a few hours after the 
mid-West farm conference at Des 
Moines, Iowa, had been concluded, 
but he did not comment on that 
meeting and its stand for legisla- 
tion along price-fixing lines. It was 
said, moreover, that during a dis- 
cussion of many questions between 
President Coolidge and Mr. Fess, 
who has been a prominent sup- 
porter of the administration’s agri- 
cultural policies in Congress, the 
farm relief question was not gone 
into. 

West Depends Upon East. 

In expressing the opinion that the 
administration would move along 
the lines it has already charted on 
the agricultural map and continue 
to resist, as it did successfully in 
the last session, price fixing and 
other measures it regards as un- 
sound, Senator Fess expressed con- 
fidence that there would be no for- 
midable reaction in the West against 
the tariff. 

Ninety-two per cent of the prod- 
ucts of American farms, he said, 
are sold in this country and the 
West is dependent on the purchas- 
ing power of the East, which needs 
protection of the tariff to prosper. 
If the Bast can not purchase, he 
emphasized, the West can not sell 
its products. 

Admitting that he had discussed 
politics with the Presidert, Mr. Fess 
declared Mr. Coolidge was quite as 
popular as ever in the country and 
had lost none of his ‘‘real strength.”’ 
The only ‘‘fly in the ointment,’’ he 


said, was from the “agrarian move- 
ment,’’ which he described as not 
unlike the greenback and free sil- 
ver movements of the late nine- 
teeenth century.

No statement was made by the Ra- 
dio Corporation, but it is understood 
that the station will continue in 
operation as heretofore and that 
the same artistic and business or- 
ganizations will be maintained.

BROOKHART SILENCED 


Attempt to Restrict Scope of 
the Primary Law Is 
Voted Down. 


Des Moines, Iowa, July 21 (By 
A. P.).—Iowa Republicans in their 
State convention today buried all 
their hatchets, voiced approval of

Attack Howled Down. 


Sherman F. Myers, of Anita, 
sought to gain the floor to speak 
against Mr. Brookhart, but was 
howled down. He got in one thrust 
at the senatorial nominee, however, 
with a shouted remark that he 
wanted to know ‘Show many Demo- 
crats are in this convention,’ and 
that ‘‘they are the fellows that 
nominated Brookhart.”’ 

Ten minutes before adjournment, 
when the eight resolutions making 
up the party platform for the next 
election were upon the point of 
adoption, W. F. Moore, of Guthrie 
Center, sought to offer an amend- 
ment from the floor. His attempt to 
read his resolution, which would 
have indorsed guaranteeing bank 
deposits, was shouted down. 

Efforts to have incorporated in 
the resolutions one favoring re- 
moval from the primary law all ex- 
cept county offices and indorsing 
Senator Albert B. Cummins, re- 
cently defeated for renomination by 
Mr. Brookhart, failed in the com- 
mittee meeting.

He asked M. Poincare 
to organize such a ministry, and this 
Poincare agreed to do. He will con- 
sult with the political leaders teo- 
morrow. 

The Herriot declaration of policy 
was not acceptable to parliament, 
and Herriot handed the resignation 
of his ministry to the president. 

Notwithstanding the resignation 
of the cabinet, M. de Monzie, 
finance minister, continued his ef- 
forts for the passage of his Dill 
authorizing the transfer to the 
Bank of France of the balance of 
the $100,000,000 Morgan loan, 
amounting to approximately $265,- 
000,000. The chamber adopted this, 
with a clause added by the finance 
committee permitting a further note 
issue of an equal amount. This bill 
has yet to go through the senate. 


Crowd Grows Steadily. 


Outside, while the vote that de 
feated Herriot was in progress, po- 
lice reserves curbed the crowd of 
several thousands who hooted the 
premier and members of the gov- 
ernment. The temper of the crowd 
was described as ‘‘ugly’’ and it was 
seen as typifying the mounting ap- 
prehension of the country at large. 

While the premier was pleading 
his case before the chamber, crowds 
gathered in front of the Palais 
Bourbon. They grew to. serious 
proportions and before the vote was 
announced at least 5,000 persons 
had massed in front of the cham- 
ber, along the Quai d’Orsay, in the 
Rue Bourgogne and the Boulevard 
Saint Germain. They hooted Her- 
riot and there was an occasional cry 
of ‘‘On to Elysee!’’ 

Police reserves were summoned 
in the fear that some of the depu- 
ties might meet with harsh treat- 
ment on leaving the chamber. 

The Herriot ministry was de- 
feated on the question of its dec- 
laration of policy.

High Records. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Easterners took what comfort 
they could last night, the hottest 
day of the year in most sections, 


and the hottest July .21 ever record- 
ed in many, in the prediction of 
the weather bureau that rain was on 
the way. 

Showers were expected out of the 


the heat wave also had rolled down 
to the Atlantic seaboard from 
western plains. 


In New York the mercury mount- 
ed steadily all day until it reached 
a new high for the year of 96. There 
it stayed and dusk came without 
any subgestion of relief. Almost a 
dozen prostrations were reported 
during the night and one man, a 
laborer, fell dead in the ditch where 
he was digging. In northern New 
York the weather was moderate, but 
in the southern tier sweltering heat 
was experienced. All records for 
the summer were broken at Hornell. 
Factories had to close on account 
of the heat at Lockport. One heat 
death was reported in Utica. The 
eastern Catskills and the Hudson 
river valley reported blistering tem- 
peratures. 


Boston Mercury at 98. 


Boston passed all previous rec- 


jords for July 21 when the mercury 
mounted to 


98 in thé middle of 
the afternoon. Portland, Maine, 
had an official temperature of 93, 
but reported low relative humidity 
tempered the heat. 

The official thermometer in Phil- 
adelphia mounted to the century 
mark at 3. o'clock, the _ hottest 
weather since June 5, last year, 
but then receded to 98 in the next 
hour and a half. Temperatures 
above 90 were reported generally 
in Eastern Pennsylvania cities. 

The heat wave rolled across the 
northern border and Canada re- 
ported temperatures in Ontario 
ranging from 90 to 96. The hottest 
spots in the province were Windsor 
and London, One death and scores 
of prostrations were reported. 


Heat Records in South. 


While the central and upper 
South sweltered yesterday, Florida 
and points along the Gulf of Mexico 
were reveling in balmy breezes and 
comfortable low temperatures. 

The July sun, aided by clear skies 
and scant breezes, established at 
least five new heat records. 

Charlottesville, Va., though 3 de- 


{grees cooler than the hottest place 


in the South yesterday, smashed the 
heat record for all time with 105 
degrees. The same temperature at 
Harrisonburs, Va., established a 
new. 60-year mark. 

The local heat record for 40 
years was broken at Charlotte, N. 
C., where the mercury climbed to 
102. Lynchburg, Va., with a read- 
ing of 103 degrees, experienced the 
warmest weather in eight years. 
The 100-degree mark at Chattanoo- 
ga was the season’s highest. 

Newberry, S. C., was the hottest 
place in the South, with 108 de- 
grees maximum. Spartanburg, 58. 
C., with 106 degrees, came second. 

In third place stood Anderson, 
Columbia and York, 8: C., together

Salisbury, N. C., and Lynchburg, 
Va., tied for fourth standing, with 
103 degrees.

New Maryland Record. 


Baltimore, July 21 (By A. P.).— 
Summer heat records crashed 
through the top of the thermometer 
in Maryland today. Frederick, in 
the north central portion of the 
State, reported 105 degrees—the 
highest in the 15-year history of the 
Frederick weather bureau station. 
The subweather station at Keedys- 
ville, miles to the northwest, 
recorded 104 degrees and tempera- 
tures in the streets of Hagerstown, 
nearby, ranged one and two degrees 
higher. Baltimore baked under 102 
degrees, highest since 1919, and 
Cumberland, in the Allegheny 
mountains, was oppressed with 100, 
the hottest since 1918. | 


Middle West Suffers. 

Chicago, July 21 (By A. P.).— 
New heat records for the vear were 
hung up in the Middle West, today, 
while the hot weather moved east- 
ward, and the Northwest was re- 
lieved by the coming of rain and 
cooler weather. 

Weather forecasts indicated that 
relief might be expected through- 
out the Middle West before tomor- 
row night, shifting winds within a 
few hours being expected to bring 
thundershowers and much cooler 
weather in their wake. 

During the past three days of 
sweltering heat, upward of half a 
hundred deaths in middle western 
States have been.attributed direct- 
ly or indirectly to the hot weather, 
and farmers throughout the corn 
belt said that unless there is heavy 
rain within the next few days much 
damage will be done to corn and 
other grains. 

For the third time in as many 
days the mercury climbed to a new 
record for the year in Chicago to- 
day, when it touched 96 at 4 
o'clock. While this was the offi- 
cial reading, thermometers in the 
downtown district registered 100 
or more.

Lynchburg, Va. The temperature 

in Philadelphia was 100. 
Asheville, N. C., which boasts of 

its ‘cool climate, had the hottest 


day in its history, the temperature 
there reached 96. 

The cool weather that is to res- 
cue Washington from its present 
predicament is coming from the 
Canadian northwest, Forecaster 
Mitchell said. It had broken the 
spell in Wisconsin yesterday, and 
last night was spreading eastward 
over Indiana, Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia. 

The intense heat drove thousands 
into Potomac park and to the other 
parks here. Many individuals and 
families planned to pass the entire 
night in the parks. 

There were few cool-looking pe- 
destrians in the downtown section. 
Men ordinarily fastidious had no 
hesitancy in removing coats and 
loosening collars. Park fountains 
were filled with children the largest 
crowd being gathered in the reflect- 
ing pool at the Lincoln memorial. 


Seven cases of heat prostration 
were treated at Emergency and 
Freedmen’s hospitals. Many other 
cases were treated in drug stores 
and by passersby. Only two of those 
treated at Emergency were re- 
corded. 

Milton Young, 33 years old, 2711 
K street northwest, was overcome 
at Connecticut avenue and McKin- 
ley street. 

Those treated at Freedmen’s hos- 
pital were Walter Mullen, colored, 
2123 Tenth street northwest, and 
Frank Bouks, colored, 1843 Ninth 
street northwest. 

The heat turned many govern- 
ment buildings into cauldrons. The 
temporary structures at Seventh 
and B streets and at Twentieth and 
D streets were especially hot. 


Clerks Are Dismissed. 


Nearly 3,000 clerks in the loans 
and currency division of the Treas- 
ury, housed at the south end of 
Fourteenth street, were dismissed at 
3 o'clock, and about 2,500 clerks in 
Treasury Annex, No. 2, at Four- 
teenth and Ohio avenue were dis- 
missed about the same time. Many 
Treasury Department clerks in the 
bureau of internal revenue, in the 
temporary buildings, bureau of sup- 
ply, housed at Seventh and B streets 
and those in the public health at 
3 B street southeast, were dis- 
missed because of the heat. Those 
in the auditor’s office and Treas- 
ury Department clerks in building 
No. 5, at Twentieth and B streets, 
were also allowed to go home early. 

All clerks in the census bureau of 
the Department of Commerce in 
building D at Sixth street and Mis- 
souri avente were dismissed at 2 
o’clock. There were about 700 
clerks altogether in that bureau al- 
lowed to go home early.

Half a dozen deaths were attrib- 
uted to the heat here and upward 
of 200,000 persons again flocked 
to the beaches to gain relief.

Two suicides at Champagne were 
attributed in part to discomfort 
caused by the heat. While Illinois, 
Nebraska, Indiana, lowa and Wis- 
consin continued to swelter, the 
cool wave had overspread almost 
the entire Northwest. 

At Denver topcoats were in de 
mand after a 34-degree drop from 
88 yesterday. 

In Milwaukee the top was reach- 
ed at 95%, and four drownings and 
three heat deaths were recorded in 
Wisconsin. 

Showers predicted for tonight in 
Missour!, Kansas, Oklahoma, Iowa 
and Nebraska were expected to 
break the heat wave in those States. 
Cloudy weather today held the mer- 
cury lower than yesterday, but the 
humidity made the heat oppressive. 
The highest at Kansas City was 86.

Eclipse Every 350 Years

seeing an eclipse of the sun once 
in every 850 years; that is, if 
the weather is clear.

Windstorm Damages 
Farms in Wisconsin

INDIAN RIOTERS SLAIN 
IN OTREET FIGHTING 


Killed and Injured May Reach 
40 in Calcutta; Armored 
Cars Called.

— MILLS ATTACKED 


(Special Cable Dispatch. ) 

Madras, India, July 21.—-The 
Bangalore Woolen Mills today were 
attacked by laborers who were in- 
flamed by agitators. The workers 
marched enmasse to the mills and 
threatened to destroy the factories. 
The police fired on the rioters, two 
of whom were killed and a number 
wounded. A search is being made 
for the ringleaders. 

Calcutta, July 21 oupptettnate- 
ly 40 persons were killed or injured 
in fierce Hindu-Moslem_ clashes 
which broke anew here last night 
and continued a large part of to- 
day. 

Three armored cars rumbled into 
the embattled district this morning 
to quell the rioters after bitter 
street fighting between armed 
groups had got control of police. 

Five persons were killed in to- 
day’s battles. Two were killed last 
night by Hindu snipers, who were 
posted on roofs to pick off the 
marchers in a Mohammedan proces- 
sion in connection with the feast of 
Mohurrum. Other Hindus dropped 
explosives into the marchers, throw- 
ing the district into panic. Most of 
the casualties today were among the 
Mohammedans. 

The city is still under a severe 
tension, due to ferocity of battling 
factions, who refused to be cowed 
by police. The Moslems cut the 
fingers from one Hindu fighter. Only 
the tanks restored a semblance of 
order. Many Hindus have been ar- 
rested.

DARE QUESTIONED 


BY CANTON POLICE 
IN EDITOR'S DEATH 


One Is Under Arrest; Others, 
Friends, Brought With 
Him From Akron. 


SEEN NEAR MELLETT S 
HOME FATAL NIGHT 


“George the Greek” Freed in 
Pittsburgh; Search Be- 
ete to Narrow. 


Canton, Ohio, July 21 (By A. P.). 
Five men were held by police here 
tonight in connection with the in- 
vestigation of the slaying of Don 
R. Mellett, publisher, last Friday. 

They are all friends of Peter 
Magraf, who was arrested earlier 
tonight in Akron, and all were 
brought from Akron. One was 
John Demos, who Magraf said was 
with him in Canton last Wednes- 
day night. The others are Lewis 
Moll, Charles Defly and Peter 
Cheuklas. 

Magraf, police say, was seen 
near the Mellett home on the night 
of the slaying. 

Magraf asserted he 
John Demos, known as “Blackie,” 
also of Akron, that night. Two 
detectives went to Akron immedi- 
ately to find ‘‘Blackie,’’ and bring 
him to Canton. Demos is out on 
bond of $6,000 after having been 
arraigned on a_ white’ slavery 
charge, 


Searchers Turn Back. 


The investigation tonight had 
shifted back to Canton, after be- 
ing focused on other cities for two 
days. The theory was advanced 
that the murderer was still ‘‘walk- 
ing the streets of Canton,” or lurk- 
ing in the underworld. Asked to- 
night if he was ready to grant im- 
munity to the ‘‘trigger man’’ if he 
would give information as to the 
plotters of the crime, C. B. McClin- 
tock, Stark county prosecutor, de- 
clined to answer. He did say, how. 
ever, that any member of the al- 
leged group of conspirators would 
be entitled to $27,000 if he would 
furnish information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of those in- 
volved in the murder. 

T. C. McQuate, Stark county 
coroner, will start in the morning 
for New Haven, Conn., with bul- 
lets fired by the alleged gunmen 
and picked up at the scene of the 
murder. At the Winchester Arms 
Co. he hopes to establish definitely 
whether the bullets are from rifle 
or pistol cartridges, and if possible, 
determine their caliber and range.

Suspects Riflemen. 


The coroner leans to the theory 
that riflemen slew Mellett and that 
they fired from a vacant lot op- 
posite the garage at the door of 
which Mellett was killed. He also 
believes that two and possibly three 
men fired the shots. 

Ora Slater, Cincinnati detective, 
conducting the official investiga- 
tion for Stark county, was ready 
to interview Magras tonight at the 
grilling at headquarters. 

Slater, with Prosecutor McClin- 
tock, George Gibson, a deputy sher- 
iff, and Henry Deville, Canton 
broker, returned from Pittsburgh 
today where Deville failed to iden- 
tify George Psilias as the strange 
man Deville saw near the Mellett 
residence shortly before the mur- 
der. Psilias was released by Pitts- 
burgh authorities, who were hold- 
ing him as a suspicious character. 
Jimmy Lamont, who surrendered 
at Cleveland, was released after 
S. A. L. Engle, Cleveland chief of 
police, was satisfied with his alibi. 

Another detective agency—the 
Burns—was put on the murder 
trail today. It was retained by the 
Fourth Estate, of New York, news- 
paper trade journal. In stating 
that it had employed the detective, 
Fourth Estate said it was proceed- 
ing on the theory that the murder 
of Mellett is part of a general con- 
spiracy to kill or intimidate editors 
and publishers fighting vice and 
crime.

New York, July 21 (By A. P.). 
The police net held securely today 
three alleged ‘‘big time’’ criminals 
from the middle West, whose com- 
bined depredations were said to ap- 
proximate $1,000,000. 

Two of the men were said to 
have operated a gigantic system 
whereby loot from banks and 
brokerage houses was palmed off 
on country banks as collateral for 
loans.

Chicago, July 21 (By A. P.).— 
George Cohen, alleged jewel thief 
held by the New York police, may 
be given an oppertunity to make 
good his boast of information con- 
cerning crime conditions here. 

A search of police records here, 
after Cohen had told the New York 
authorities that he had jumped a 
$20,000 bond here, led the State’s 
attorney’s office to believe that he 
is one of two men indicted for the 
shooting of Policeman Frank Ma- 
lone, in an attemated holdup.

5 MORE BANKERS CLOSE

disclosed by the investigation his

“The investigation up to this 
period, has disclosed that many 
fictitious transactions have been re- 
sorted to in an effort to hide funds 
which were unlawfully used, and 
this seems to be one of the favorite 
systems whereby large sums have 
been diverted to the benefit of the 
Bankers Trust Co. and certain of 
its officials,’’ Mr. Boykin said in 
discussing the investigation in his 
department.

One other small Georgia bank for 
which the Bankers Trust Co. act- 
ed as fiscal agent closed its doors 
today bringing the total number 
of suspensions in Georgia to 85 and 
four closings were reported in Flori- 
da, but whether or not they were 
members of the chain served by 
the Bankers Trust Co. officials of 
the Florida State banking depart- 
ment refused to say.

FARMERS TO DECIDE 


ON WHAT PRODUCTS 
TARIFF NEED tXloTo 


Higher Rates on Beef Now 
Being Voted Upon in 
Rural seotions. 


GROWERS OF WHEAT 
DIVIDED ON SUBJECT 


Cotton, Long on Free List, 
May Seek Duty—Immi- 
— ls Problem. 


By WILLIAM P. HELM. Jr. 

Tariff increases on a long list of 
farm products are in the making or 
the breaking of the primaries now 
being held throughout the country 
and in the election to follow next 
November. The proposed increases, 
according to farm leaders at Wash- 
ington, run 200 
cent, in some cases slightly 
On onions, for instance, the objec- 
tive rate is not lower than 3 cents 
apound. At present it is 1 cent. 

Higher rates on beef are being 
decided by voters of the rural sec- 
tions Argentina has 
slicing the American 
market much sult our do- 
mestic live-stock growers. They 
want a larger measure of protec- 
tion and are prepared to exert all 
the pressure they are capable of 
exerting upon Congress when the 
time comes for. rewriting the 
tariff. The tomato growers—by no 
means of inconsequential size or 
power—also are feeling the com- 
petition from abroad. They want 
a higher duty. 

On wheat, covered now by 
cent tariff on each bushel, a small 
additional tariff may be sought. 
That, however, is somewhat doubt- 
ful. Many farmers believe that the 
present rate is high enough; others 
think it ought to be boosted. The 
farmers will have to settle the 
wheat tariff question among them- 
selves, and will so settle it, before 
presenting their demands to Con. 
gress. 
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Cotton May Carry Dyfy. 


The cotton farmer is on the free 
list today, but signs multiply that 
a mighty urge toward protection is 
in the making down in the flelds of 
Dixie. Egyptian cotton is becoming 
a competitor to an increasing ex- 


tent in American markets. India 
is learning the art of cotton rals- 
ing. Her great and fertile fields, 
teeming with cheap labor, could 
bury the world beneath a cotton 
snowstorm every year, once she 
turned her latent energies to the 
task. 

As yet only a relatively few cot- 
ton raisers have read the signs of 
the future and have switched from 
their traditional free-trade tenets. 
They are the pioneers in the new 
realm of agricultural economics 
south of the Mason and Dixon line. 
They are increasing in numbers 
every month, however, and through 
them the leaven is working. 

“Within two years,’’ says a 
prominent farm leader, known at 
Washington for his ability to fore- 
see changing sentiment, ‘‘the bulk 
of the Southern cotton farmers will 
be coming up to Washington and 
asking that cotton be put on the 
dutiable list.” 

Cottonseed oil already is feeling 
the competition of foneign vegetable 
oils, and it is likely that the cotton 
growers’ interest in the tariff will 
be quickened by this competition. 


Truck Farmer’ Awakening. 


Eggs and butter already are 
meeting with foreign competition 
in our home markets, notwithstand- 
ing the present tariff rates. So are 
many products of truck farms util- 
ized for canning. The truck farmer 
is awakening to the possible bless- 
ings of a higher tariff, as outlined 
by farm leaders at Washington. 
His voice will add to the chorus ere 

it is predicted by those 


y are among the schedules 
which «he farmers, taking them as 
a whole, either want to build up at 
once or probably will want to in- 
crease within a year or so. The 
schedules which they want to lower 
cover, at the outset, some raw ma- 
terials and virtually all the finished 
product of the machinery which 
they must have to till their fields 
and harvest and thresh their grain, 
the machinery which is now finding 
. its way to the farm household to 
lessen the burden of the housewife, 
and the machinery which goes to 
the dairy and elsewhere. 

As the farmer generally sees it, 
the cost of these things is high be- 
cause of the fact that America is a 
closed market. American makers 
and manufacturers of these things, 
the farm leader argues, need fear 
little, if any, competition from 
abroad. The tariff holds up the sell- 
ing price. And whereas the selling 
prices of these things have ad- 
vanced from 690 to 150 per cent 
since before the world war, the 
selling prices of farm products 
show no such spread. It takes more 
wheat, more corn, more live stock 
today to buy farm machinery than 
_it took a dozen years ago and the 
old time proportion is what many 
farmers are seeking to restore 
through a higher tariff on agricul- 
tural products and a lower tariff on 
manufactured goods. 


Increased Immigration Favored. 


Tens of thousands of farmers 
favor letting down cautiously the 
immigration bars for two reasons: 
First, to provide an additional sup- 
ply of desirable labor; second, to 
supply additional] demand for farm 
- products. They feel that so long as 
the potential immigrant must be 
fed, in large measure, by American 
farm products, it would be better 


than abroad. 

Other tens of thousands of 
American farmers would oppose 
any modification of the present im- 
migration law, basing their opposi-

Coolidge and merely demanded that 
the ‘‘Republican policy of economic 
equality of agriculture with other 
industries shall be carried into ef- 
fect by the enactment of legislation 
which will permit the establish- 
ment of an American price level for 
agricultural products above’ the 
world price level just as the pro- 
tective tariff accomplishes that re- 
sult for manufactured products.” 


Demand Alleviation. 


Following the two day meeting 
of the Corn Belt committee, Com- 
mittee of Twenty-two and the Agri- 
cultural Council of America, speak- 
ers asserted agriculture should be 
raised to a level with industry and 
labor in protection, and approved 
the three-committee program ap- 
pealing to agricultural States for 
Support in demands upon the 
national administration that the 
farmers’ plight be recognized and 
alleviated. It was in the keynote 
address of Chairman Turner, that 
criticized Mr. Coolidge for his stand 
upon the farm question.

Pomerene and Miss Allen to 
Make It Crux of Sen- 
ate Contest. 


WILLIS IS OPPOSED 
BY. SEVEN CANDIDATES 


Gubernatorial Race Brings 12 
Republican Aspirants; 
3 Against Donahey. 


Columbus, Ohio, July 21 (By A. 
P.).—Prohibition promises to be 
the dominant issue in the August 10 
Ohio primary campaign for the 
nomination of both Republican and 
Democratic candidates for the 
United States senator and for the 
Republican governor. 

In the gubernatorial contests this 
issue is expected to be more pro- 
nounced as these two contests are 
expected to develop the most gen- 


eral interest. While it aleo will be 
a factor in the’ Republican sena- 
torial battle, the fact that Senator 
Willis has seven opponents lessens 
his concern about being renomi- 
nated. 

The contest between former Sen- 
ator Atlee Pomerene and Miss Filor- 
ence E. Allen, supreme court judge, 
probably will be fought mainly on 
the wet and dry issue, the liberal 
forces supporting Mr. Pomerene and 
the dry advocates backing Miss 
Allen. A third candidate is Charles 
E. Wharton. Mr. Pomerene also is 
drawing the fire of organized labor, 
particularly the railroad organiza- 
tions which opposed him for reelec- 
tion four years ago. 


First Clash of Sexes. 


The fight between Mr. Pomerene 
and Miss Allen also stands out as 
the first real contest between a 
woman and a man candidate for a 
major office in Ohio. Four years 
ago a woman seeking election as 
United States senator as an inde- 
pendent received only a few thou- 
sand votes. 

The seven candidates opposing 
Senator Willis represent virtually 
every form of opposition. Five are 
avowed liserals.. They are former 
Senator Charles Dick, of Akron; 
former representative and former 
Secretary of State Charles Q. Hilde- 
brant, of Wilmington; Attorney 
A. J. Fiorini of Dayton; former

of Monroeville, and John D. Alcorn, 
of Cincinnati. Of these Mr. Hilde- 
brant is considered likely to be 
most generally favored by the lib- 
erals.

They are George L. Watson, of Ma- 
rengo, and Lloyd E. Price, of Van 
Wert. 


Twelve After Governorship. 


While there are twelve Repub- 
lican candidates for governor, po- 
litical leaders pick Secretary of 
State Thad H. Brown, of Columbus; 
Myers Y. Cooper, of Cincinnati; 
State Treasurer Harry S. Day, of 
Fremont, and Joseph B. Sieber, of 
Akron, as the chief contenders. 


Mr. Cooper and Mr. Day are both 
recognized drys. Mr. Brown is ex- 
pected to receive liberal support 
generally. Mr. Sieber, supported 
by the Ku Klux Klan two years 
ago, placed second in a large fleld. 

Gov. Vic Donahey, who is seek- 
ing a third term nomination, has 
three Democratic opponents. One 
is Alfred P. Sandles, of Ottawa, 
former State secretary of agricul- 
ture, who is being supported by for- 
mer Gov. James M. Cox. The other 
candidates are James C. B. Beatty, 
of East Liverpool, pottery broker, 
running on an anti-Volstead law 
platform, and J. H. Kauffman, for- 
mer secretary of the State tax com- 
mission.

In February and May, Talley and 
Weber asserted, Caivo sold mort- 
gages valued at $1,500. The al- 
leged shortage in Calvo’s accounts 
were discovered by Bank Examiner 
Thomas Carson, who was’ sum- 
moned recently when bank officials 
became suspicious. Yesterday as 
the bank was about to close Calvo 
was summoned into the office of 
President George O. Walson, where 
the detectives were waiting for him. 
Calvo has been employed at the 
bank for six years, having started 
as an office boy. The alleged short- 
ages in his accounts are covered by 
a bonding company.

IN MOTION PICTURE 


THEATERS LOOMING 


Managers to Resist Demand 
of Union for $75 and 
—r Week. 


I PRESENT ( CONTRACT 


EXPIRES ON SEPT. 1 


Increase of $70,000 a Year 
Intolerable, Brylawski Says; 
Operate School. 


A lockout of union motion pic- 
ture machine operators in the local 
theat@rs is promised for September 
1, if the operators adhere to thetr 
demands for higher wages and 
shorter working hours. 

The operators now make $65 a 
week for 42 hours’ work. They are 
asking for $75 and a 40-hour week 
in their new contracts that have 
been distributed among the man- 
agers. The present contract price 
expires September 1 

A. Julian Brvlawski, chairman of 
the wage scale committee of the 
Theater Managers association, 
called a meeting of the managers 
last week and they voted unani- 
mously to ‘stand together and re- 
sist the demands of the operators. 


School Is Opened. 


As a means of combating such a 
situation as appears imminent Sep- 
tember 1, the managers have al- 
ready opened a school at 307 Ninth 
Street northwest, to train them- 
selves and the assistant manager to 
be operators. The school is taught 
by Sergt. H. Saum of the signal 
corps, but the machines and oper- 
ating expenses are contributed by 
the managers. The entrance fee is 
only $10 and the managers claim 
that any one can learn all there is 
to know about operating the ma- 
chines in 60 days. 

‘“Motion picture machines have 
been perfected to such a high de- 
gree thatthey are almost fool-proof 
and do not require a great deal of 
Skill to operate,’’ Mr. Brylawski 
stated. He estimated that there 
were not over 100 operators in the 
local union, and added that there 
were about 300 licensed operators 
in the District. Little difficulty. is 
anticipated in replacing the union 
men if they walk out September 1. 

tnion Is Refused. 

In a letter to the Motion Picture 
Operators Protective union vyester- 
dav Mr. Brvlawski stated that the 
demands amount to a wage increase 
up to 35 per cent, and the shorter 
working hours would amount to 24 
per cent less than the present time 
schedule. 

“These demands,’’ he said, 
“would increase the salaries paid 
your organization some $70,000 a 
year, an expense entirely unwar- 
ranted.’”’ Coming at a time when 
the theaters are reducing their ad- 
mission prices, such a raise in sal. 
ary would be ‘“intolerable,’’ Mr. 
Brylawski declared. To meet such 
a demand would necessitate the 
raising of admission prices, he 
added. 

That the theater musicians and 
stage hands. both unionized, would 
walk out with the operators is said 
to be likely. 


Vicious Circle Seen. 


Mr. Brylawski however is con- 
vinced that the time has come to 
take a stand and all of the man- 
agers are back of him. He de- 
scribed the possibility of a sym- 
pathy strike of the latter two 
groups as just completing a vicious 
circle. 

“The contracts of the musicians 
and stage hands expire next year,”’ 
he said, ‘‘and then it will be the 
Same story all over again. It’s 
first one and then the other.”’ 

Thomas A. Reed, head of the 
operators union, yesterday asserted 
that Mr. Brylawski had exaggerated 
the situation, giving in his analysis 
only the maximum wage increase 
and hour reductions demanded. A8 
for the wage increase necessitating 
an increase in admission prices, he 
asked why the cost of renovating 
the theaters was not also shifted 
upon the public. One cost is as 
real as the other, was his opinion 
of the situation.

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THE TRAIL OF THE STEAM SHOVEL. 

The destruction of so much of the naturally 

beautiful landscape of the northwestern 
tion- of the District..which has been so graph- 
fcally pictured in Mr. W. H. Rogers’ cartoons 
in The Post, is brought forcibly to the attention 
of Washingtonians by the park and planning 
commission. 
' The coordinating committee of that commis- 
Sion has been considering plans for acquiring 
the lands originally contemplated as available 
for the Piney Branch parkway connection with 
Rock Creek park. When the Piney Branch 
section was originally surveyed the idea was 
to acquire a considerable tract as an addition 
to the parking system of the Capital. But since 
those plans were prepared the combination of 
congressional delay making the necessary 
funds available and the activities of the 
caterpillar tractor attached to a steam shovel 
has destroyed much of the beauty of the land- 
scape. Now, instead of obtaining what 
inally was a highly desirable tract of land, it is 
likely that only a narrow strip suitable for a 
connecting roadway will be purchased, together 
with sufficient land east of Sixteenth street to 
afford protection to Tiger bridge. This is 
about 40 per cent of the area which it was in- 
tended to secure. 

The change in plans will, estimated, 
save something like $80,000. This sum may 
be applied to other projects under the park and 
planning commission. The financial saving, 
however, will fall far short of replacing the 
loss to the beautification of the Capital and its 
surroundings, which the ruthless destruction 
of the trees, once such an attraction in this 
region, has brought to the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

- It may be found that the sum thus saved 
can be lawfully used in the purchase of other 
tracts threatened by the insatiable maw of the 
steam shovel. The commission might make a 
survey-of the work of the operators who are 
scarifying that region beyond the point of the 
junction of Massachusetts and Wisconsin ave- 
nues. That is about the last remaining section 
af the wooded area of the District. Unless a 
Halt is called in the work of destruction now in 
Hrogress in that neighborhood, miles away 
from the congested district, the timber supply 
remaining by the summer of 1927 will be in- 
sufficient to keep a match factory running for 
x week. 
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MUZZLING DOGS. 


The timely and wise warning by the super- 
intendent of police that a special effort is to be 
put forth toward bringing 
With the commissioners’ orders requiring dogs 
running at large to be effectively muzzled, 
should not be resented either by dog lovers or 
dog owners. Sixty-one persons have been bit- 
ten by dogs so far this month, and in twelve 
instances the animal subsequently was found 
tb be suffering with rabies. 

“In weather such as Washington has been 
experiencing the past few days the temper of 
the animal world is no more exempt from strain 
than the temper of man. Because, unfortu- 
nately, a dog is inclined to display his irrita- 
tion in the form of a bite of human flesh, it is 
necessary that every precaution be taken to 
protect citizens. The tendency to waste sym- 
pathy on a muzzled animal is too prevalent. 
Dog fanciers claim that if properly fitted and 
adjusted, the muzzle should be no more un- 
comfortable to the animal than a pair of eye- 
glasses to a man. During hot weather all 
dogs should be either muzzled or leashed, and 
the police should see to it that the existing 
regulation is enforced. 
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UNOONTAMINATED MEAT. 


' Protest by the Merchants and Manufacturers 

association on behalf of Washington meat deal- 
ers against enforcement of the regulation re- 
quiring meat displayed for sale to be kept in 
glass cases at a temperature of 55 degrees, is 
scarcely justified. The usual complaint in cases 
of this sort is raised—that enforcement of the 
regulation will increase the cost of the com- 
modity to the consumer. Higher prices need 
not necessarily follow. After all, a slight in- 
crease in cost is beside the question. Clean, 
fresh meat is far cheaper at any price than 
meat which has run even the slightest risk of 
contamination. 

The argument is advanced by dealers that 
meat is out of refrigeration, at most, only 
from three to five hours, and that it is protect- 
ed from dust and flies during that period by 
electric fans. That it is displayed on dealers’ 
shelves for only a few hours probably is true, 
but to that period must be added the time the 
meat is in transit between warehouses and 
Gealers’ shelves and from the dealers’ shelves 
to the home. During these periods it can not 
be in refrigeration. Further, it is doubtful that

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A DISTINCTION WITHOUT A DIFFERENCE. 


The chairman of the Shipping Board takes 
exception to the editorial in The Post of Tues- 
day, wherein it is stated that the law officer of 
that board has ‘‘cast suspicion” on the validity 
of marriages performed at sea by masters of 
vessels of the United States lines. The chair- 
man of the Shipping Board asserts in a public 
statement that The Post stated ‘‘that the gen- 
counsel had ruled that marriages per- 
and having 
built up this straw man proceeds to annihilate 
his creation by calling “particular attention to 
the general counsel’s decision which stated 
specifically that no attempt had been made to 
give an opinion upon marriages which had al- 
ready been performed.’ To further bolster 
his criticism the chairman quotes the general 
counsel’s ruling. 

That ruling cites numerous sections of the 
Revised Statutes and one case arising out of a 
marriage at sea by the master of a vessel doc- 
umented under the laws of California, in which 
it was held there was ‘‘no solemnization by any 
person authorized by law to perform the cere- 
mony.’ Then, after quoting from American 
regulations and British merchant 
shipping the general counsel reaches a 
scotch verdict in these terms: 

‘It seems clear, therefore, that the master of 
a merchant vessel of the United States has no 
authority perform marriage ceremony. 
No opinion is expressed, however, on the valid- 
ity of the marriages which have been per- 
formed by such masters. These may be valid 
law under the laws of 
States in which the vessels were docu- 
mented at the time. The fact that the master 
performed the ceremony would not give it any 
greater validity than if performed by any ordi- 
nary passenger on board the vessel.”’ 

The Post’s editorial said the Shipping 
Board’s lawyer “had cast a suspicion” on the 
validity of the marriages performed by the 
masters of vessels of the board’s fleet. The 
Post submits to Mrs. Grundy the above para- 
graph from the opinion’ on which the editorial 
was based and will ask that arbiter of matri- 
monial controversies for a decision as to the 
eligibility of persons married at sea by the 
master of the Leviathan or the stoker of tha 
Roosevelt for admission into the inner circles 
of the 400.

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COOPERATIVE FAILURE. 


The last number of the Monthly Labor Re- 
view has a very interesting article on the 
causes of failure of certain cooperative soci- 
eties. Data more or less complete are at hand 
concerning 249 defunct societies.. More than 
81 per cent were established during the period 
1914 to 1920, when prices were rising so rap- 
idly that wages could not keep pace. 
the boom period for 
operative societies. They lasted on an average 
4.7 years; 9 held out for less than one year, 2 
for three years and only 9 for more than ten 
years. 

The years following the boom period of 
1919-20 were extremely difficult for even the 
well-established, experienced cooperators, due 
to falling prices and the industrial @epression 
with its accompaniment of decreased purchas- 
ing power. The year 1923 seems to have been 
the most disastrous. Of 750 societies known 
to have failed during the six-year period 1920 
to 1925, nearly two-fifths failed in 1923. 

The outstanding cause of failure since 1920 
has been insufficient capital with its conse- 
quence of having to operate on borrowed 
money, unwise extension of credit, and declin- 
ing prices. While there were several minor 
causes, in the main the difficulties of these 
societies were the result of an economic situ- 
ation over which the members had no control. 

Inefficient management and lack of interest 
and responsibility among the members caused 
many failures; which gives rise to the comment 
that, after all, business success in all under- 
takings rests largely in management and per- 
sonal interest. The outstanding weakness of 
cooperative undertakings is that what is every- 
body’s business is nobody’s business. 
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It's a fair trade. The picnicker leaves some 
trash, but he carries away a lot of insects. 
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THE NARCOTIC EVIL. 


The narcotic problem has struck home. It 
is hard to realize that the vicious peddling and 
use of drugs has been so widespread in Wash- 
ington as recent sensational raids would in- 
dicate. Of the 21 suspects arraigned before 
the United States commissioner only the great- 
est pity should be felt. They are the creatures 
of an unfortunate habit, the victims of the 
predatory purveyors of the drug. 

From four to six months of preliminary 
undercover work on the part of the Federal 
narcotic agent in charge of the Washington 
division and three assistants, at the expense 
of thousands of dollars, was necessary before 
the final clean-up could be accomplished. 
Twice the trouble and expense would have pur- 
chased the same result cheaply. It is to be 
hoped the situation is now under control and 
that Washington may be kept free of this evil. 
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Few reducing exercises compare favorably 
with the old-fashioned wash board. 


WILL THE SHAD COME BACK? 


The State conservation commission of New 
York has recently turned 2,000,000 shad fry 
into the waters of the Hudson river in another 
attempt to restock that stream with the fish 
50 popular in every State on the Atlantic sea- 
board. The Hudsgn, like the Delaware and 
the Potomac, once furnished hundreds of thou- 
sands of shad to the markets of the States 
through which their waters flow. Thousands 
of citizens not yet out of their ‘‘thirties’’ can 
remember when the fish peddler cried his 
wares through the streets of Washington 
early in the spring and when a roe-shad big 
enough for a family dinner could be _ pur- 
chased for a ‘‘quarter.’’ But there has been a

the dollar proffered for an insignificant ‘‘buck.”’ 

The United States fish commission has car- 
ried on restocking operations in the Potomac 
during the past nine or ten years. 
the number of fry turned into the river at the 
hatchery opposite Mount Vernon 
smallest in years. There were 10,000,000 
fingerlings released from the hatchery. In 
some years the number has reached 80,000,000 
and the commissioner is still hopeful that re- 
sults will be shown in the returns from the 
seine haulers. 

The falling off in the number of shad 
caught in Northern waters can only be ex- 
plained by the growth of cities on the banks 
of the rivers and the erection of all sorts of 
manufacturing plants along their shores which 
have resulted in the pollution of the waters 
and killed off young fish by the million. 

It was not 80 many years ago that the shad 
came up as far as the Little Falls, and many 
were captured with hand-nets off the rocks on 
the Virginia shore near the Chain bridge. The 
fish commission reports, however, that not a 
single shad was taken tiiis season above the 
hatchery at Bryan’s point. It would seem to 
be up to the authorities to look into the ques- 
tion of the pollution of the Potomac.

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COTTON MILL INDUSTRY. 

At the recent annual meeting of the South- 
ern Textile association at Tybee, it was 
stated by one of the officials that ‘‘the cotton 
mill industry during the past few months has 
suffered severely from keen competition and 
from decline in prices.’’ 

This does not seem to harmonize with 
assertions of those who undertake to create 
prejudice against the present economic policy 
of the Federal government, on the ground that 
manufacturers are growing rich and wealthy 
while farmers are growing and forced 
into bankruptcy. 

According to the report of the internal rey- 
enue bureau for the year 1923, out of 11,771 
corporations engaged in the manufacture of 
textiles and textile products, 4,093 reported 
no net income at all, but rather a deficit of 
$71,844,000. Nearly 35 per cent reported no 
net income. 

In North Carolina, out of 473 textile corpo- 
rations reporting, 123 reported no net profits, 
but deficits amounting to $2,564,000. This 
was an increase in deficits of $1,000,000 as 
compared with 1922. 

In Massachusetts, out of 883 textile corpo- 
rations reporting, 392 reported no net profit, 
but deficits amounting to $34,115,000; which 
was an increase of about $23,000,000 as com- 
pared with 1922. Despite the 1922 increase 
in the tariff, domestic competition has in- 
creased and domestic prices of cotton goods 
have declined.

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Cost of Milk and Cream. 


To the Editor of The Post—Birt 
Your correspondent of yesterday 
should be complimented upon the 
power of his imagination, which 
can convert a farm cost survey 
party into a junketing party. Any 
one who has had any connectton 
with farm cost surveys knows that ~ 
there is scarcely any work more 
trying or difficult. 

He stated that the United States 
tariff commission is making a com- 
parison of costs of producing milk 
and cream in the United States and 
Canada with the object of finding 
an excuse for recommending to the 
President an increase of 50 per cent 
in the duty. The truth is that the 
investigation is being conducted in 
response to a resolution passed by 
the United States Senate requesting 
the commission to make an inveésti- 
gation under section 315 of the tar- 
iff act of 1922 in order to determine 
whether the present duties are too 
high or too low to equalize costs fn 
the two countries. 

Your correspondent quoted the 
commission as saying the imports 
of cream from Canada fm 1926 
amounted to 169,000 gallons, 
whereas the commission’s notice to 
the press showed imports of 5,168, 
000 gallons, a difference of §,000- 
000 gallons, or enough to satisfy 
the requirements of quite a few 
“consumers of cream.’’ 

It would be interesting to know 
how ‘“‘A Consumer of Cream” fig- 
ures that the spread between the 
farm price and the retail price of 
cream is 500 percent. The present 
price in Washington of 20 per cent 
butterfat cream is from 17 to 20 
cents per half pint bottle. The 
wholesale price is around $1.70 per 
gallon, of which the farmer gets 
$1.20 to $1.30. I hope your corre- 
spordent is not one of those who 
consider the work of furnishing 
fresh sweet cream every morning 
for hie coffee is practically complet- 
ed wheu the cow is milked on the 
farm, unless he is willing to get up 
before bveakfast every morning and 
motor to the farm 80 or 40 miles 
away, or !n the case of cream pos- 
sibly 200 o7 300 miles away, to buy 
his half pint of cream, and to do his 
own pasteurizing and furnish his 
own refrigere.tion and bottles. 

Might I suggest that if he is so 
anxious to reduce the “present 500 
spread by at ‘least one-third,” a 
most excellent way to accomplish 
this would be to invest some of his 
money to organize a milk and 
cream distributing company, which 
should do a very lucrative business 
with a spread of aven 333 2-3 per 
cent.

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ROEBLING, WHO BUILT 
BROOKLYN BRIDGE, DIES 


Succumbs to Infirmities of 
Age at His Trenton, 
N. J., Home. 


TASK BEGUN BY FATHER 


Trenton, N. J., July 21 (By A. 
P,.).—Col. Washington A. Roebling 
died here this afternoon of infirmi- 
ties of age. He was 89 years old. 

Construction of the Brooklyn 
bridge, which, when completed in 
1883, was the longest suspension 
bridge in the world, brought inter- 
national fame to Washington Au- 
gustus Roebling as an engineer. 
The structure, unique in bridge 
building, was regarded as a re- 
markable feat in engineering skill. 
Col. Roebling was beset with many 
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serious obstacles and disadvan- 
tages from the beginning of the 
work, being left by the untimely 
death of his father, John A. Roe- 
bling, to undertake alone the diffi- 


contracted. 

At the time of the death of sone 
A. Roebling not a stroke of actual 
construction work had been done! 
and the plans which he left his son | 
were general in character, not a; 
single detail of which had been con- 
sidered. Before undertaking the 
sinking of the foundations for the 
bridge Washington A. Roebling 
went to Europe, where he made a 
special study of pneumatic founda- 
tions. 

When work was begun he took 
up his residence in Brooklyn and | 
during the sinking of the caissons| 
never left Brooklyn for an hour.’ 
He personally supervised all the | 
important preliminary work, pass-| 
ing the larger part of each 24 hours! 
on the job. 

The devotion of Col Roebling to 
his work resulted in impaired 
health, and in December, 1872, he 
was obliged to cease his visits. 
However, he continued to maintain 
personal supervision over’ the

Charge Utilities Board

CHAMPION SWIMMERS. 

HREE physicians, sitting on 
f¥ the beach at Lake Delavan, 

saw four people sauntering 
toward the water. The four saun- 
terers were Weismuller, Borg, Skel- 
ton and Miss Lackie—all champion 
swimmers. They were in training 
for races, and as they came down 
the beach they were in swimming 
togs. Without knowing who they 
were, the agtranger in their midst 
could recognize championship tim- 
ber at once. 

They were straight from head to 
heel, heavy neck and back muscles, 
broad, heavy shoulders, large 
chests, flat abdomens, rather nar- 
row hips and small legs. In spite of 
the evident strength of the muscles 
there was no suggestion of awk- 
wardness or even heaviness. It 
would be a fine thing if every per- 
son with a tendency to narrow 
chestedness and stooping could see 
these fine physical specimens. 


The lessons they have for those 
who stcop are, first, that the cor- 
rective proceeding for them is de- 
velopment of the muscles of the 
neck and back. The second lesson 
is that swimming is a good way, 
and may be the best way, to develop 
those muscles. 

Of course, these people were born 
with good chests, shoulders, superb 
arms and good back and neck mus- 
cles. Of course, their childhood ex- 
periences. further developed their 
good points. Doubtless the first 
time their trainer, Mr. Bachrach, 
saw them he picked them for pos- 
sible winners because of these 
points. The thin-chested, stoop- 
shouldered fellows could not be- 
come Weismullers or Lackies in 50 
years of practice. But this much 
they can do if they have the stock. 
They can build up enough neck and 
back muscles to hold thetr shoul- 
ders back, which is more than they 
will ever accomplish 
braces of any kind. 


During the day Mr. Bachrach 
made a very modest but very au- 
thoritative talk on how he had de- 
veloped sO many champion swim- 
mers. One good point he made was 
that he did not interfere much with 
a man’s style.

Prisoners at Leavenworth Had 


Scheme to Get Money 
on Faked Invoices.

Leavenworth, Kans., July 21 (By 
P.).—A conspiracy among pris- 


oners at the Federal penitentiary to 
ewindle the government out of ap- 
proximately $150,000 has been re- 
vealed, because one of the prisoners 
involved tried to charge the govern- 
ment for a personal long-distance 
telephone call, Warden W. I. Bid- 
dle announced tonight. 

One check .for $790, obtained on 
a fraudulent invoice, had already 
been mailed to a paroled prisoner 
living under an assumed name in 
Denver, when the plot was discov- 
ered, and 125 similar fexed in- 
voices running from $800 to $1,700, 
were found in the hands of trusties, 
working as clerks. 

Signatures of approving officials 
had been obtained on the invoices 
by tracing genuine signatures from 
canceled checks on fraudulent in- 
voices with the help of the prison 
motion-picture machine, secret serv- 
ice men said. 

The plot was discovered when 
Warden Biddle found a long-dis- 
tance call to a St. Louis business 
firm on the prisoner's June Dill. 
He could not remember the call, 
and the telephone company’s records 
showed that the call had gone to a 
nurse in a St. Louis hospital. Mall 
from the woman was found in the 
cell of Jesse Greer, a convict clerk, 
who had attempted to charge the 
call to the prison. 

Secret service men, investigating 
Greer’s record in the prison, soon 
detected other swindles and found 
George F. Ames, a paroled convict, 
awaiting payment of the first check 
in Denver.

FHUM HERE TO ROANOKE: 


Eastern Public Servies Cor- 
poration Shortly Will 
Operate Line. 


GAS SECURITIES GAIN

Express bus’ schedules from 
Washington to Roanoke, Va., will 
shortly be instituted by the Eastern 
Public Service Corporation, which 
now owns more than 400 miles of 
motor-bus franchises in Virginia 
and operates motor-bus' systems 
through the Shenandoah valley, ac- 
cording to announcement yesterday 
by Ford & Ford Co., Inc., operating 
managers of the transportation cor- 
poration, with offices in the Insur- 
ance building. 

The route from Washington to 
Winchester will be by the mountain 
short cut, and the date on which 
the service will begin is dependent 
on when the condition of the road 


permits, but it is believed that on 
or about September 10, cars will be 
able comfortably to traverse the 
highway. At Roanoke connections 
will be made for Lyncnburg, Rad- 
ford, Clifton Forge and other Vir- 
ginia points. 

The Eastern Public Service Cor- 
poration has an authorized capital 
of 25,000 shares, 7 per cent pre- 
ferred stock, par value $100, of 
which 4,700 shares are outstand- 
ing, and 25,000 shares of common 
stock, no par value, with 9,500 
shares outstanding. 

The operating managers believe 
that the operation of express buses 
between here and Roanoke with 
connections to other lines of their 
system, will prove popular as 4a 
means of transportation to points in 
Virginia, and they plan shortly to 
offer units of the two stocks to local 
investors. 

The stability and growth of the 
business which the corporation ac-

LATE WAVE OF SELLING 


Steel and Motor Shares Re- 
sume Upward Lead in 
Early Trading. 


FRANCS GAIN 15 POINTS |-

trading many stocks which had 
sold higher during the fore part 
receded rapidly, some closing lower 
than on Tuesday and others sacri- 
ficing most of their previous ad- 
vance. 

Misinterpretation of Parisian 
news was responsible for the late 
wave of selling. As has often oc- 
curred before, it was a news-ticker 
error which precipitated the un- 
loading of shares. This quoted the 
new French finance minister as 
saying the Bank of France might 
be forced to suspend payments to- 
morrow. What he did say was that 
the Bank of France might be com- 
pelled to suspend payment of gov- 
ernment accounts, because the gov- 
ernment’s credit had been virtual- 
ly exhausted. The Bank of France, 
far from being insolvent, has prac- 
tically a 50 per cent goldcoverage 
for its outstanding circulation, 
valuing the franc at cents. To 
this gold fund the bank has hung 
tenaciously during all debt-funding 
negotiations. 

But, once such a rumor ‘has re- 
ceived general credence, especially 
at the end of a session, the urge 
to get from under becomes unani- 
mous. Therefore, stocks were 
forced for sale in big volume, as 
more traders became alert to the 
menace, and prices came down with 
a rush.

This was under the lead of the 
steel and motor shares. Buying of 
the steel stocks was inspired by the 
action of the directors of the Re- 
public Iron and Steel Corporation 
in resuming dividend payments at 
the rate of $4 a year on the common 
stock. Dividends were suspended 
in May, 1921. 

The spirited rise in the steel] 
group, the first of its kind in a long 
time, revived confidence in the mar- 
ket generally, with the result that 
prices improved all around. Gen- 
eral Motors, which had felt the 
weight of profit taking earlier in 
the day, rebounded strongly. Amer- 
ican Can, United States Cast Iron 
Pipe and other recent leaders snap- 
ped back. Prior to that general 
rally, a number of issues had de- 
veloped independent strength.

POLICEMAN ACCUSED 
OF DEMANDING BRIBE 


Ramstad Suspended Pending 
Hearing on Charge of Ask- 
ing Liquor Graft. 


Charged with accepting a bribe 
from a party occupying a car al- 
leged to have been carrying liquor, 
Policeman Carl Ramstad, 28 years 
old, of the Tenth precinct, was sus- 
pended from duty yesterday and is 
being held at the Eighth precinct.

Approval on Telegram. 

Mr. Finney answered the peti- 
tion for the writ of mandamus for 
Mr. Work and included therein a 
copy of a telegram—approved by 
the President by the latter’s inf. 
tials—sent to Mr. Farrall on July 
6, and informing him that his serv- 
ices as register would terminate as 


of July 3—the date of the adjourn- 
ment of Congress—and that the du- 
ties of that office would be taken 
over by the acting register. 

{t is admitted by Mr. Finney that 
Mr. Farrall’s nomination was con- 
firmed by the Senate and that he 
did theréupon enter upon the duties 
of the office of register pending the 
arrival of the commission, which 
he now seeks to obtain through the 
writ of mandamus. 

Counsel for Mr. Farrall now con- 
tends that the initials of Mr. Cool- 
idge are insufficfent to discharge a 
Federal officer whose nomination 
has been confirmed by the Senate. 
It is also asserted that, despite the 
lack of a commission signed by the 
President, Mr. Farrall is still in 
office as register, and can be dis- 
charged only by a regular order 
from the President removing him 
from office, or, unless the President 
and Senate act together in discharg- 
ing Mr. Farrall, he is still in office.

Mr. Finney says in an affidavit 
that after Mr. Work left the city 
he called upon the President, show- 
ed him a memoranda containing a 
copy of the telegram to Mr. Far- 
rall by which the latter was notified 


that his services as register would
